She has at "the present time 
about 2,000,000 of population. Oiie-hnlf 
of the aroa of Greece in under cultivation 
, A largo portion of what ia still lying waste 
- is capable of being tilled. The -construc- 
tion of roads and^railway' has only very 
recently been, of, bourse, includad, but the 
evils of the present Greek policy ia shown 
by the fact that she spends £1,000,000 an- 
nually on her army, and but £10,000 on 
her public works; Greece, instead of try- 
ing to improve hef position and get rid of 

" her deficits," meets 'h'er oblitjation's with 

; neiy loans. Since 18C3 ahehaa borrowed 
. ■ largo sums, and her.ckedit is not so good 
' ■tovday as it was twenty years ago. Greece 
rcquirea to have her attention turned from 
military to industrial pursuita, and until 
this is done there ia not much hope for 
improvement in her military condition.

In most of the provinces a thor- 
oughly satisfactory system prevails, and 
a young man, "beforB 'eilferiiig'upon the 
study of medicine, must j,'ivo evidence 
that .his general educatjon is of such a 
nature as will enable hiin to pursue intel- 
ligently the study of a learned profos-sion. 
A board should control its own imUricula- 
tipn pxamination, and should accept no 
other.' It ,ia directly responsible to the 
prbfeasioh that no ' incompetent person 
shall be admitted to study. 

2 The regulation of the curriculum. 
The general profession, through its dole- 
gates, haa an iiicuntrovertiblu right to 
reiiulate and frame tho curriculum of 
study which men shall follow who aspiro 
to join ita ranks. 'The governments allow 
this right and Ira ve empowered tho boards 
to frame such mi^aaurus aa they atu tit. 
In the exercise of thia functinn there has 
been a little friction in tlio p^ist, and in 
no one of their duties will the boards of 
the various provinces reqiiiro to proceed 
with greater circuin$i)ectiuii in the future^ 

Amubg'importanif^iiuestfons ^hioh await 
settlenienc' in sdmd of the provinces are 
the strict enforcement of tho foOr years 
of study and the advisability of prolong- 
ing the session to nine months, or, what 
amounts to the same tiling, making. the 
summer session cornpulaory. 

3 Tho control of the licensing power 
is the most important function of the 
medical boards. A uniform syateni has 
mot yet boon adopted in all tho provincea. 
In too many tho ndssossion of a degree, 
obtained after a proper course of study, 
atill entitllt(f the holder t'o'the license, ail 
others ha.vjng.to submit .to examination. 
In the province of Ontiirio the moat ad- 
vanced position has been reached, and 
th<3 one road to registration ia through 
the examination conducted by a board 
appointed by the medical council. To 
this the other provinces must ultimately 
come. ■' • ' • 

As the work is - done primarily in the 
interests of the public, it is clearly the 
duty of tho legislatures to assist in mak- 
ing suitable provision, and it seems proba- 
ble that Ontario, the tir.st to sot tho ex- 
ample of a one portal licensing system, 
will also, be i\io first to have a local habi- 
tation w^ortliy of hor incorporated profea- 
aiun. Such a building should contain tho 
paraphernalia necessary for examination 
purposes. Tho division into a primary 
and a final examination, as at present 
made in most uf our universities, and at 
the Ontario Medical Oouhcil, seems the 
beat arrangement. 

It seema extraordinary tooutaidera that 
in a country like Canada, with scarcely 
five miilions of inhiibitaiits, there should 
bo ao many licensing boards, and a ptill 
greater anomaly, that a licentiate in one 
province cannot jirBotiae 'in another — that 
there should be no" reciprocity,"" So- it 
seemed also to muny enrne.st minds a do- 
cade or 80 ago, when in this a33i>i;i aioii a 
strong attempt waa made at sovenil ineot- 
ings to frame a Dotuinion medical bill. It 
failed, as will, I think, aubsequont ones, 
should they be made. Only one remedy 
remains, the boards of the various pro- 
vincea may in time so assimilate the cur- 
riculum and examinations fhaf^ci^rocity 
may become possible, but -this- we cannot 
expect forsomo years. 

I have quoted suQicient from the article 
of Dr. Osier to show the action taken in 
the eastern provinces and what is yet re- 
quired in the way of reform. The present 
medical bill before the local house will 
have to be changed materially before it 
comes up to the standard judicated by Dr. 
Osier-; but any change from our preaunt 
condition in the way of -advancement shou Id 
he acceptable; Yonrs, ote.,

That tho pro- 
feasiona of law, medicine, and religion 
should bo protected in proforonce to others 
ia an anomaly bfthe ago and a discredit 
to the commOD sense of the people. The 
nyatema which give tVe few tho right to 
live upon tho many are being saaailed on 
every hand, and not without reason and 
justice. Every line of business other than 
those quoted IS subjected to competition 
of the severeBtoharacter and governed by 
the laws of supply and demand, whilst 
theao men simply narrow the limiis of 
competition and compel tho public toaup- 
port incorapotent men who have had tho 
influence to pass the ourriculum or tost. 
Tho laborer and mechanic, who are far 
more useful, depend entirely upon chance 
for a Bubaiatonce, and are- invariably 
swamped by cheap labor, introduced by 
various governments in the interest of 
capital. If neither doctors nor lawyers 
poBseas the ability to command p itronage, 
let them go and their places bo lilled by 
others. It ia the law of compensation 
which depends on the survival of the best. 
No other country furnishes a porallel' to 
this. province, so far as relates to its man- 
ipulation by lawyers and doctors; and, 
consequently, denotes a vast amount of 
popular ignorance. There are very few 
places where the. people . are.so easily gull- 
ed by small minds. To cruah intelligence 
i>nd pander to ignorance seems to be the 
prevailing desire of those who have hith- 
erto had the coiitrol of public alfairs.
